^ atructed to deliver textually the fol- 
lowing note to the Mlnlater of For- 
eign Affairs: 

"In oempUance with Your E:xcel- 
lea«7'a request, I did not tall to 
traaamlt to mj Ctoremment Imme- 
lu dlatelf upon their receipt your note 
of Mar l8. In reply to my note ot 
May 16,and your supplementary noet 
of June 1, setting forth the conclu- 
sions »o far reached by the Impe- 
rial German Government concern- 
lag the attacics on the American 
ateamers Cashing and Oulfllght. I 
am now instructed by my Oovern- 
. ment to - eommunl^e the following 
In reolyisi-^fsr"^ "-"T 

"The Government of the United 
States notes with gratification the 
full recognition by the Imperial 
*€)erman Government, in discussing 
the cases of the Gushing and the 
Oulfllght, ot the principle of the 
fiyodom of all piftta o( (he open sea 
to neutral ships a«a the frank wtU- 
ingnesa of the Imperial German 
Government to acknowledge and 
meet its liability where the fact of 
attack upon neural ships which have 
^ not been guilty of ai^y hostile act by 
German air craft of vessels of war 
Is aatlsfactorlly esUbUshed; and the 
Goremmeat of the United BUtes 
will In due course lay before the 
Imperial German OoTemment, aa It 
requests, full Information concern- 
' Ing the attack ou the steamer Gush- 
ing. 

"With regardygp the sinking ut 
the steamer FOToa, by which an 
4 American citlsen loat bU life, the 
Government of th* United States is 
aurprised to flad.'th* iBipertal Ger- 
M njan Oovdrnmeat ' eonteadlas that 
A. dti effort on the part of a merchant- 
man to escape capture and secure 
assistance alters the |obligatiou of 
the officers seeking to make the cap- 
ture in respect of the safety of the 
A llT«e of those on board the mer- 

* ehaataua. althoock tb* veesel has 
ceased her attempt to eeeape i^hen 

' torpedoed. These are not new cir- 
cumstances. They have been in th* 
minds of statesmen and of interna- 
tional Jurists tlirougliout the devel- 
opment of naval warfare, and the 
Government of the United States 
doea not understand that they have 
•m been held to alter the princi- 
ples of- humanity upon whloh It has 
Insisted. Nothing but actual forel* 
lile resistance or continued efforts 
to escape by flisht when ordered to 
slop for the purpose of visit on the 
part of the nierchautmau, has ever 
been held to forfeit the lives of her 
passengers or crew. The Gover'i 
me»t of the Unltad StetM, however, 
doea aot understand that the Impe- 
rial German QoTernmaat Is seeking 
in this case to relieve Itself of liabil- 
' Ity, but only intends to set forth the 
circumstances which led the com-

BOt*. It tn*, th* Gov*mfl»fBt of th* 
Uolted States would have been 
bound to take offlcial cognizance in 
performing its recognised duty as 
a neutral Power and in enforcing Its 
national laws. It was its duty to 
see to it that the Lusitania was not 
armed for offensive action; that she 
was not aenrlng as a traaaport; that 
she tlfi BOt earry a eargo prohibited 
by the Btetates of the VBliied Bute*, 
and that. If in fact she was a naval 
▼esacl of Great Britain, she should 
not receive clearance As a merchant- 
man; and it performed that duty 
and enforced its statutes with scru- 
pulous vigilance through Ita regular- 
ly ooi)stitttted ofldals. It Is abl*. 
therefor*, to aaanr* the Imperial 
German GoTemmMrt that tt has 
been mMstormad. It the Imperial 
German Oovemment should deem 
itself to he in possession of convinc- 
ing evidence that the officials of the 
Government of the United States did 
not perform these duties with thor- 
oughness, the GorenuBoat of the 
United SUtes slno*r*ly hopaa that It 
win aubmit that *Tld*ne* for e6n- 
sideratlon. 

"Whatever may be the conten- 
tions of the Imperial German Gov- 
ernment regarding the carriage of 
contraband of war on board the 
Lusitania, or regarding the explo- 
sion of that material by the torpedo, 
it need only be said that in thf Tlaw 
of this Goremment \ the** eoBtea- 
tlons are irrelevant to the vtmUm 
of the legality of the methods used 
by the German naval authorities in 
sinking the vessel. 

But the sinking of passenger 
ships involves principles of human- 
ity which throw into the back- 
ground any special clreumatanees of 
detail that may be thoaght to affect 
the cases, prinelple* which lift It. as 
the Imperial German Government 
will no doubt be quick to recognize 
and acknowledBe, out of the cla.ss of 
ordinary subjects of diplomatic dis- 
cussion or of international contro- 
versy. Whatever be the other facts 
regarding the Lualtanla, the princi- 
pal fact Is that a great ateatbar. pri- 
marily and chiefly a conveyanee for 
passengers, and carrying more than 
a thousaivl souls who had no part 
or lot in the conduct of the war. 
was torpedoed and sunk without so 
much as a challenge or a warning, 
and that men, women and children 
were sent to their death In circum- 
stances uBparalleled In modora war- 
far*. 

'^e fact that more than one 
hundred American citizens were 
among those who perished made it 
the duty of the Government of the 
United States to speak of these 
things and once more, with solemn 
emphasia. to call the attention of 
tb* Imperial Oenaan Govomment 
to the grave reaponslblllty which the 
Govemmoht of th* Unlt*d SUtes 
couceivee that it ha* InetwrM In 
this tragic occurrence, Bad t^ tb* la- 
di.sputable principle upon trlUeh that 
responsibility rests. 

"The GovernmentAOf the United 
Statea Is eontendlnfWor io«i*thlng 
aiueh greatar thaa Biert ilclita of 
proporiy or privlleff** of «>mai*re*. 
It Is eontendlBg for Bothlag lees 
high and sacred than the rights of

^"In the meantlao. whatarer ar- 
raagemeBt amy hapfllr b* mad* be- 
tw**n th* partiaa to the war, and 
Whatever may tn the opinion of the 
Imperial German Government have 
been the provocation or the circum- 
stantial Justification for the past 
acts of Its commanders at sea, the 
Government of the CditSd States 
eonfldently looks to see the iustlce 
and humanity of th* GorammvBt of 
G*rmaay vlBiiUeatod Ib all cases 
wher* AmertesAS haw been wrong- 
ed or th*lr rlskta a* aMrtrals iBTad- 
ed. 

"Tlie (lovernment of the fniteii 
States therefore very earnestly and 
very solemnly renews the represen- 
tations of its note transmitted to 
the Imperial German Ooreriiment 
on the 15th day ot Mhy. and relies 
In thO** representations upon the 
prindples of humanity, the univer- 
sally recognized understandings of 
international law, and the ancient 
friendship of the German Nation. 

"The Government of the United 
States cannot admit that the proc- 
lamation of a war ipn* from which 
n*utral altfpa bar* b*en warned to 
keep away may be made to operate 
aa lU waf ttvgtee an abbreviation of 
the rights either of American ship- 
masters or of Aiiierioiin citizens 
bound on lawful errands as passen- 
gers on merchant ships of belliger- 
ent nationality. It does not under- 
stand the Imperial a«nnaa Oovern- 
ment to queatlon those rights. It 
understands It, also, to accept as es- 
tablished beyond question the prin- 
ciple that the lives of noncombui- 
ants cannot lawfully or rightfully be 
put in jeopardy by the capture or 
destruction ot an unresisting mer- 
chantman, and to recognise the ob- 
ligation to take sufltelent pr*cantion 
to aaeortiMn wh*th*r a sospaoted 
merehantman' la la fact of belliger- 
ent nationality or is in fact carrying 
contraband of war under a neutral 
flae. The Government of the Unit- 
ed States therefore deems it reason- 
able to expect that the imperial Ger- 
man Government will adopt the 
measures necessary to put these 
principle* Into praetle* la' r*ap*ct 
to th* aaftfoardlag of American 
Urea aad Americaa ships, aad asks 
for assurances that this will be 
done. nORKRT LA.NSIN'f!.

Washington. June !4. — Holding 
that tile Wtbb-Ivenyou liquor law 
did not apply to interstate ship- 
ments of liquor designed for per- 
sonal use, the Supreme Court to-day 
overruled th* ooarlettoa ot the Ad- 
am* Expraaa Company In the Ken- 
tucky courts for transporting liquor 
from Tennessee to conatsa*** In 
Whitley county, Ky. 

Th,- ,o-,iit iiieiel> tleleiriiinert tiiat 
the law did not apply to shipments 
of this kind. It did not pass on tlie 
ultimate constitutionality ot the 
law. 

After th* decision In the Ken- 
tucky case, counsel for a distilling 

coni!)an> (oncerned in the West Vir- 
Klnla I ases olitained leave to file 
copies ul :; !:iv ).i.;seil ! y the West 
VIrglnli. Legislature May 24. 191.'., 
amending previous legislation so zb 
to provide expressly that It was un- 
lawful to transport liquor for per- 
sonal use in the State. Counsel la 
a brief nraed that wa« si indica- 
tion tl. it tile i:iw ; revlous lo that 
time di ! not iirohibit surli transpor- 
tation. It was nree:i tae amend- 
ment was unconstitutional. 

Twenty-four days after the law 
was enacted by Consraaa 0T*r Pr**- 
ideat Taft'a T«to. a graad jury In 
WhMtjDr.eoantjr, Kjr., a "drr-coun- 
ty," Indicted' the Adams Express 
Tonipany for carryinir intoxicating 
liquor from Tenncssi'e Into Whitley 
county, .in violation oi the Kentucky 
statute making it unlawful to carry 
liquor into "dry territory." The 
company was then flood ISO, ao 
small a iae that It could aot appaal 
to the higher Kentucky couata. ao 
an appeal was taken directly to the 
I'nlted States Supreme Court. 

Six weeks before the passage of 
the l.iw, however. West Virginia had 
enacted a Stale pruhlbltlon law. 
Sliortly after it became effective in 
July. 1914, the James CUrk DUtlll- 
ing Company, of Cuaiborlaad. Md„ 
received by mall a Written order 
from Parsona, W. Va., for alcohol 
for iiersonal use. The comiiany of- 
fered the American Kxpreim Compa- 
ny the iirjuo.r but it refused to car- 
ry it because the West Virginia 
State courts had already enjoined it 
from traaaportlng .Uqaor to Parsons, 
except oa ovrtala «aadltlaaa. Th* 
distilling company th*r*«pea brought 
suit for an Injunction to compel the 
express company to carry the liquor. 
The injunction was refused, and the 
case waa appoatod to th* Supreme 

Court.

LAND OWNER'S RIGHTS IN 

NMINAOa PROCnOMirCM 



Frankfort, Ky., June 11. — The 
Court of Aiqii'als to-ilav in an opin- 
ion by .Iiuijie Hurl, reversing the 
Oliio County Circuit Court In tlie 
case of W. H. Williams against 
County Judge R. R. Wedding, held 
that "laaoter as Section SS of the 
dralaago net ot l»lt nndertekes to 
deny to a landowner all remedy for 
any substantial wrong that is at- 
tempted to be perpetrated on liim 
by the collection of an iiii|)roper as- 
sessment niade against Ills lands, 
because he refuses to pay the wrong- 
ful assessment in thirty da.vs and 
aasuqies that for that reason he has 
agraa d to pay It la tea annual In- 
BtallmeBte; aad lasofar as Section 
49 undertakes to deny any ren^edy 
to a landowner except the remedies 
provided by the ait for an illegal 
assessment niade aijalnst him, and 
denies him remedy against any 
wrong done him or attempted to be 
done him after tranafer of proceed- 
Inga to the Board ot Drainage Com- 
missioners, is invalid." 

The act provides for puldit drain- 
age ditches and wives a reiiuily to 
the landowners to protect their 
rights up to the time the land is 
viewed and turned over to the.com- 
missloners. The court keld that he ! 
atlU haa his equitable r*m*dleB in | 
court for any wrong done him after 
that time. 

Willianis, a i:m(!o\\ i,er. sued for 
an Injunction to pri vi'Tit entry iijnin 
his land, the letting of the contract 
to ditch and other proceedings car- 
rying out a Judgment of the County 
Court. 

A demurrer was sustained to his 
petition, but' the Court nf Api^eala 
said 'his petition set up a catise of 
action, and remanded the case.

Ai the beginning of the war the 
(ieriiian raiders aided greatly In the 
forwarding of the oargoea. but since 
they have been driven from the 
South aaas the tralBe haa been car- 
ried oh through mbrehant ships of 
neutral countries. 

In every Instance the procedure 
has heen for cargoes to be consign- 
ed to peraoBs on both ooaata of 
South America. Hero thoy are stored 
away loag eaougk to dlaam aaapic 
ion. Within a month or two, ac- 
cording to the character of the car- 
go, it has been reconslgned to nier- 
cluinis or agents in iieuiral couu- 
tri<r. Denmark, Holland, .N'orway 
ami ^>weden.

spuiii and Portugal and from there 
transhlppad through Italy and thua 
to the Interior of Germany. 

Italy, having entered the war. has

The New York World says: 

The manner In wbleh Europe's 
enormous purcbaaoa of^war rappUes 
arc (Iraliiing har gold Into the cof- 
fers oi the United States was strlk- 
inKly cxciiipltlii il in Wall Street yes- 
terday by two uutstandinK im ideiits. 

The first was the arrival at the 
Bub-Treaaury of another ;;.'>,uoo,im)«) 
la gold from Ottawa^ Canada, for 
the account of J. P. Morgan * Co., 
making 115,000,000' In gold vhicl. 
has been brought Into the country 
by this firm In the last ten days. The 
second, and even more riniarkuhle 
event, was the drop of French ex- 
change to 5.43%. the loweat point 
In hlatory. 

This means that France's aredlt 
In this country haa been strained to 
such a point that 5.48% francs are 
required to balance one American 
dollar ta the New York market. The 
par flgures of Frencli e.tcluinKe are 
6.18%, at which 1 franc is worth 
a trifle more than im cents in Amer- 
ican money. The franc has now de- 
clined until it la worth only a trifle 
over 18 centa. It haa Barer been 
valued so low sinoe the New York 
Stock Exchange was founded. 

Financial experts had flgured that 
when Freinli «\(lKiiit;e i;ot as low 
as 5.20% France must export gold 
to tbia eovntry. But the e-xcuange 
haa BOW gOBC iBore than twenty 
polnU below thia llgara, la aptte of 
the fact that there have already 
been enormous shipments of French 
gold to America and that France 
long aKO established in London pi. 
credit of $40,(1(11), (100 (or the sole 
purpose of financing her American

J«at what eovraa will bow be ta- 
ken by France's Fiaaaea MlaMara 
la not yet known, but It la evident 
that she cannot permit her credit in 
this country to fall much lower 
without fear of virtual demoraliza- 
tion.

And rach of It as is a|M9t« up to 
the whole of it. will ba a vary fine 
Investmant. People- will see Amer- 
ica who were never west of the Or- 
anges before: many will see the 
Panama Canal who but for the ne- 
cessity of traveling this year In their 
own country, might never hwe seen 
it at all. And many In tha future 
will be "balllah*' oa the 'United 
States, not la tarma of Stock Ex- 
change valnae but becauBe thlf have 
peen with their own eyes these 
Bources of wealth which make this 
the wonderful country It is. Also, 
it is a great stroke of luck for the 
Pacific Coast Expositions. Many 
will go there because "there la no 
place else." and' will afterward go 
less to Europe.
